over Nebraska and Iowa Sunday, kill- 
ing more than one hundred and fifty 
persons in Omaha alone. 


The latest reports this moring gave 


the number of injured; as three hun- 
dred twenty, but the death list had 
not increased over the night report of 
two hundred and two.

Snow Hinder* Work. 


The snow storm has seriously ham- , 


pered the work of rescue begun-.short- 
ly after midnight and; continued with 
gathering 
force.

inches of snow covered the debris in 
the section of the section of the city 
which was swept by the cyclone. 


Privations of 
the storm sufferers 


were, greatly increased by the snow 
following so closely in the wake of the 
tornado.
